LOS ANGELES CLAIMS 
AUTO CONGESTION PACE 


(By th# Associated P lea) # 
•LOS ANGELES, June 
20.—Sta­ 
tistics made public by the Los An­ 
geles Traffic 
Commission 
reveal 
that Los Angeles streets 
are 
the 
most congested in the United States. 
In making the comparisons, traf­ 
fic at each intersection of the prin­ 
cipal streets outside of the down­ 
town area proper was recorded. 
Some of the salient points which 
the check disclosed were: 
Los Angeles county, with 425,572 
automobiles (tourists’ machines not 
included) represents 3 1-2 per cent 
of the total automobile registration 
of the country. 
Approximately 310,000 cars enter 
the congested district every day. 
This is said to be more than the 
total number of automobiles regis­ 
tered in New York City. Motor traf­ 
fic at Adams and Figueroa streets 
is declared the heaviest in the Unit­ 
ed States. During eleven and a half 
hours of the day of the check 69,- 
797 cars traversed both streets of 
the intersection. The total registra­ 
tion of Los Angeles county is larg­ 
er by 120,000 than that of New 
York. 
The check shows that there are 
three intersections in Los Angeles 
that have a daily movement of over 
45,000 machines; six intersections 
with between 40,000 and 45,000; 
nine intersections with between 35,- 
000 and 40,000, and 23 more with 
a movement of 30,000 to 35,000. 
The figures show the traffic move­ 
ment for only one street of each 
intersection, that 
is, 
north 
and 
south traffic or east and west traf­ 
fic.

Stillwater and will be used for in­ 
struction in the cotton schobl at 
Oklahoma A. and it. college July 
I to 26, Glen Briggs, director of 
the school, has announced. 
Former 
standards 
of 
cotton 
grades will become void in a}l cot­ 
ton countries and markets five days 
after the close of the school here 
which will be devoted to teaching 
the new grading system to cotton 
men of the southwest. 
The 
new 
grades will be known as “ universal 
standard,'* and cover both white 
and colored cotton. All cotton hand­ 
led by description must be sold by 
these grades; the only other meth­ 
od of handling cotton is sale “ on 
type,” or by sample, according to 
Briggs. 
The United States department of 
agriculture, co-operating with 
the 
college, will demonstrate and teach 
grading and stapling of cotton at 
the summer short course in Still­ 
water, and will send some of the 
most competent cotton men in the 
nation to direct the work. Briggs 
said. 
Tuition at the cotton school will 
be free, excepting a registration fee 
of $2.50. Certificates will be grant­ 
ed to students at the cotton school, 
which is an annual affair at Oklaho­ 
ma A. and M. college, Briggs says.
